~Quintanilla (TDPT) requested identification of an object photographed at Lake Parsippany, 
New Jersey by I (age 13) using a sian "Swinger" camera. 


ANALYSIS: Examination of submitted photograph and an enlargement of same has failed to 
the identity of the object in question. Although the imagery appears to be genuine, 
contrast of the light colored object and the dark background does not lend itself 
station as to configuration and size of the image. Interpretation is further hampered 

by sources conflicting statements as to the size of the object when compared to that of know 
objects held at arm's length - i.e. from that of a half match head to the diameter of a dime. 

tilizing such information can at best indicate the object (based on the nominal focal length 
of the "Swinger" lens) to be on the order of perhaps one inch to 33 feet in length. A resume 
of the furnished information and results of photographic analysis, produced no satisfactory 
explanation of the nature of the object (image).
